trouble-plagued U.S. rocket carry­ 
ing a miniature “apace labora­ 
tory" toward the moon exploded 
in flight one minute after it was 
firhd today. 
It waa tha seifcnth failure in 
eight lunar probe launchings for 
the United States and killed a 910 
million program that was design­ 
ad to givo America Its first suc­ 
cess at its most elusiva target in 
qtece.

THE flop apparent­ 
ly killed any U.S. hope! of sending 
r satellite into orbit around the 
moon in the foreseeable future. 
The next a e r i e a of lunar shots 
will attempt to probe and then 
hit the moon directly. 
Russia has hit the aeon once 
and circled It on another occasion, 
but no Soviat satellite has accom­ 
plished the difficult lunar orbit.

Citing • great need for more 
sunshine in the resort area ef the 
Coachella Valley. 
Palm 
Springs 
G ty Council last night adopted a 
resolution to be sent to Sacra­ 
mento asking for daylight savings 
time tha entire year in California. 
But the move was almost anti- 
climactic.'

RED KENYON, local resident, 
told the council that he had made 
a thorough study of too matter 
and has learned that Palm Springs 
could get two extra hours of day­ 
light — and "it will bo a vary 
ample matter to do so." 
He suggested that the Desert 
area petition the government to 
move the time-line boundry which 
now stops at the Colorado River, 
west to the Mt. San Jacinto- San 
Bernardino Mountain chain, there­ 
by setting the clocks back one 
hour. Then when daylight savings 
time is in effect, the desert area 
will hava two hours mora of day­ 
light. 


COUNCILMAN KENNETH Kirk, 
who has spearheaded the drive 
to get year • round daylight sav­ 
ing time in California, after hear­ 
ing Kenyon’s proposal, said: "I 
think this is a wonderful idea, and 
I would like to suggest that he 
•tart immediately gathering facts 
to bring it about.’*

Where 
present market value is not readi­ 
ly determinable Mr. A'a deduction 
would be the amount realized by 
the church from the sale of the 
asset. Caro should always be tak­ 
en to verify that the recipient of 
a contribution has been certified 
by the Internal Revenue Service 
as a Charitable Institution. 
A taxpayer who plans on listing 
deductions will save tax dollars by 
paying as much deductible expense 
as possible by Dec. 31. Even from 
borrowed funda provided the in­ 
terest rate is not too high.

DNA Poses Host of Questions 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: H is Is tha 
fourth of ■ serios of dispate 
on science*» efforts to axposa tha 
ef Ufa.)

The wonder of DNA has brought 
with it a series of ponderous ques­ 
tions together with soAie answers. 
But most of the 
questions are 
now — and seem likely to remain 
for a time — unanswered. 
The number of unanswered ques­ 
tions in these intricate chemical 
processes ia all but uncountable. 
The fact is that ijhat science now 
knows is very little — if you con­ 
sider how much there is to be 
known. But if you remember how 
little science knew about them 
only 20 years ago, what science 
now knows ia enormous. 


AS AN EXAMPLE of tha tough 
questions, take tha one of cellu­ 
lar differentiation. 
The 
original 
fertilized germ cell divides into 
cells precisely like itself, but even- 
tual'y in the course of successive 
divisions, there appear many types 
of cells. Each type divides only 


into “daughters'* like Itself. 
Yet eech type will have , the 
number of chromoaomes charac­ 
teristic of tho original fertilized 
germ cell. Gearfy the 
chromo­ 
somes and their DNA molecules 
in these specialized cell types now 
behave differently from those in 
the original germ cells. Somewhere 
along the line of cellular division, 
the original DNA molecules pro­ 
duced many specialized DNA mol­ 
ecules. But how? 


NO ONE KNOWS YET. But you 
can be sure scientist» are going 
to find the answer to this and to 
all the e t h e r questions. On l y 
since the 1940s have adentists had 
thia workable concept of tha life 
cesses. It dates from X-ray dif­ 
fraction studies which 
revealed 
the tightly apiraled structure of

the DNA molecule. 
Einstein’s /dativity and other 
theories years ago promised to' 
unlock 
the energy within Xha 
atom. Atomic theory still is far 
from total verification; yet it has 
yielded both tha atomic bomb and 
atomic power. Aa adentists get 
deeper and deeper into the “giant” 
molecules of DNA and proteins, 
the interim results may be quite 
as epoch-making.

Frustration Comes Easy at the Golden Door

Throughout last week and this 
week, e group of men — most of 
them highly successful and some 
of them millionaires — drop their 
activities and sojourn in Escondido 
where they participate in a pro­ 
gram that might best be called an 
exercise in masochism. 
For two weeks, these men allow 
a group of women to dictate their 
tima of arsing, their hour of re­ 
tirement, their food, drink a n d 
recreation and also put t h e m 
through a series of exercise rou­ 
tines the likes of which even the 
U.S. Marine Corps cannot match. 


I KNOW WHEREOF I speak. I 
spent three days at the G o l d e n 
Door in Escondido. 
The first shock came when I 
pulled up at the Golden Door, 
yanked my suitcase from the car 
and went to my rooms. 
“When’s cocktail time," I asked 
George Shaw, who helps the Door 
tall its story nationwide. 
“Right now,“ said George, and 
led me to the beautifully-appointed 
lounge. A tableful of canapes and 
a trayful of filled glasses beck­ 
oned. “Help yourself/ said George 
And I did. 


I A L M O S T DIED. Pineapple 
juice! 
“Great ggg." I recall telling 
Shaw. "Now, where' the booze." 
“No booze," he said. 
“No booze?” 
“We’re healthy here," he ex­ 
plained. 
“Healthy you can be/’ I coun 
tered. “But dead?" 


DINNER WAS NICE but skimpy 
I told Shaw I didn’t want to be 
obnoxious but that I was there to 
do a story, that I weigh 158 pounds 
and obviously do not need weight 
control and would he please call 
off the “treatment” for me. Shaw 
said he would. 
(That first evening was memor­ 
able for another reason. George 
and I went "over the wall,” as 
they say in the prison pictures, 
and hied ourselves to the Circle 
R Ranch for a visit with ex-Villager 
Herb Rauch, who^operates the 
place. The drinks are fine, the 
food delicious and the environment 
graat — and it has a beautiful 
rolling golf course.) 


I WISH I HAD known that Shaw 
was going to be unable to halt 
the shock treatment that the Gold­ 
en Door had ready for me the 
next morning. 
Dr. Anne - Marie Bennstrom. 
who is one of this country’s fore­ 
most physical culture and dietary 
experts, is a striking Scandinavian 
blonde. (She has an almost Berg­ 
man freshness about her but she 
rejected a proposed date anyway.) 
At 7 a.m. or some such ridicu­ 
lous hour, there was an awful 
racket from the Door's pool area. 


There was the sound of the March 
from “Bridge On the River Kwai 
—Dum dum, da da da dum dum 
dum. tic. — and a noise roughly 
comparable to a Marine drill in­ 
structor shouting cadence.

County Gets 
Welfare Plan 
For PV Area 


Andersen Urges 
Establishment of 
Branch Office 


Administrative Officer Robert T. 
Andersen recommended to t h e 
Board of Supervisors this week 
that e branch oounty welfare de­ 
partment be authorised to deter­ 
mine all medical indigencies in the 
greater Palo Verde Valley area for 
patients to be treated in Blythe 
as weH as those who might be 
sent to Riverside for treatm ent 
: but the supervisors were cautious 
| and ordered a further study before 
reaching • decision. 
At present all medical indigen­ 
cies in the county are determined 
by the social service bureau at 
the general hospital in Arlington. 


WELFARE DIRECTOR J o h n 
McIntyre urged caution in making 
a change in the present set-up. 
Fred Holbrook, hospital adminis­ 
trator, said a local determination 
by the welfare department as to 
medical indigents would not help 
the county hospital, but would help 
the local hospital under contract 
to the county. He said the indigen­ 
cy should be determined only on 
an emergency basis at the request 
of the local hospital, 


IN OTHER WORbS if there u 
any question as to a patient’s 
ability to pay for the three - day 
emergency period the h o s p i t a l 
would request a report from the 
branch welfare 
office. 
"Beyond 
the 5-day period the patient should 
be moved to the general hospital 
at Arlington,” said Holbrook. 
McIntyre agreed that a g o o d 
starting point would be the estab­ 
lishment ia Blythe of a branch of­ 
fice for emergency screening. If 
it works there, it could theri be 
tried in Indio and other areas of 
the county.

Russian Christmas Is 
Unofficial' But Celebrated 


MOSCOW 
IPI 
— Christmas 
in the Soviet Union u becoming 
more and more a faint echo of 
the past, but it stiU is privately 
celebrated by many Russians. 
The Soviet government does not 
recognize the holiday and in a 
society where the state runs ev­ 
erything from ice cream stands to 
toy factories. Christmas festivities 
pass almost unnoticed. 


SOVIET CITIZENS still cling to 
custom of exchanging gifts, eat­ 
ing festive dinners and 
attend­ 
ing special church services. But 
those who are becoming fewer 
Many a non - believer who joins 
in the festivities does it only be­ 
cause — as one put it — “It’s a 


good excuse for another party.” 
The church is the main 
out­ 
side center of the Christmas fes­ 
tivities. And Soviet leaders have 
discovered it is difficult to pry 
the people loose from traditions, 
particularly in small towns and 
the rural areas. 


YOU WONT FIND any public 
evidence of Christmas in the So­ 
viet Union. The decorations put up 
are all labeled for the New Year's 
celebration which is the big offi­ 
cially approved 
holiday in 
the 
nation. 


Another startling difference be­ 
tween Christmas in the West and 
the Soviet Union exists partly be- j 
cause the Russian Orthodox Churh 


follows the Byzantine pattern and 
Christmas Day falls on Jan. I. 
The only sign of Christmas on 
Dec. 25 in Moscow is the service 
at the Roman Catholic Church of 
St. Louis attended by foreigners. 
Russians exchange cards, but 
they are for the New Year. 


YOU WONT FIND one word 
about Christmas Day in the news­ 
papers. see anything about it on 
television or hear of it on the 
radio. And everybody works 
on 
Christmas because it passes un­ 
recognized by the state. 


The Russian church claims M 
million believers. There are main­ 
ly elderly persons, most of whom 
press into crowded churches for 


the colorful midnight 
Mass 
on 


Christmas Eve. 
The Russian Orthodox Church­ 


es present a colorful sight during 
the Christmas celebrations. They 
are decorated in pine boughs with 
bright yellow, red. blue and green 
paper flowers, and white towels 
beautifully embroidered in splash­ 
es of color.
